In human life, the war cost 
of British Empire 1,104,890 
men and women.

These fig- 
ures are furnished in the 13th 
annual report of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission, just 
published. 

The British Empire enlisted 
9,296,691 men (and women) in 
the navy, the army, the air 
force and subsidiary combat- 
ant and administrative ser- 
vices from August 1914 to 
November 1918. 

Canada’s total enlistments 
in the Canadian expedition- 
ary forces were 619,636, or 
25.2 per cent of the male 
population between the ages 
of 18 to 45. Of these, 51,748 
were killed in action; 6,767 
died from disease; and there 
were 1,006 other deaths. Near- 
ly 170,000 Canadians were 
wounded

POONA, India, Aug. 4.—The 
Mahatma Gandhi today was sen- 
tenced to a one-year jail term on 
charges in connection with a pro- 
‘posed civil disobedience cam- 
paign. 

The little, frail leader was out of 
jail a short time this morning, but 
he was quickly re-arrested when 
he refused to accept conditions 
under which his release had been 


, ordered. 


These provisos were that he re- 
main in Poona, and that ne prom- 
to refrain from all political ac- 
ies. If found guilty as an or- 
1ary convicted person, he is liable 

a two-year prison sentence 
His return to jail, with which by 
»w he has become thoroughly 
miliar because of a previous term 
in connection with the indepen- 
dence movements, was followed al- 
most immediately by the announce- 
ment he would soon be tried under 
provisiohs of the Emergency Pow- 
ers act 

The magistrate explained be- 
cause of the age of the Mahatma 
and the condition of his health, 
the sentence was only one year 
of simple imprisonment. Mr. 
Gandhi asked to be placed among 
the lowest grade prisoners. 

The nationalist leader informed | 
the court that it was no pleasure | 
to him to break the laws of the 
state. He was offering all the re- 
sistance a peaceful man could, he 
said, to an unjust system of gov- 
ernment
